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Parcels 1 and 2 Rezoning Issue 
Set to Face Hearing Examiner

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil on August 12 unanimous¬ 
ly recommended denial of 
four long-dormant applica¬ 
tions for townhouses (R-T) 
Dn 112 acres of undeveloped 
privately owned land on Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 situated between 
the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) property 
(see map). Council's prefer¬ 
ence for the entire acreage 
continues to be detached sin¬ 
gle-family homes in the R-80 
zoning category (3.4 units 
per acre). 

The city council position 
and that of the applicants 
will be presented to County 
Zoning Hearing Examiner 
Richard Romine on Septem¬ 
ber 18 in Upper Marlboro. 
At that time Romine will al¬ 
so receive recommendations 
and reports from the Prince 
Georges County Planning 
Board, the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission, 
and other agencies and inter¬ 
ested parties. Romine’s de¬ 
cision will be given to the 
County Council, sitting as 
District Council, for final ac¬ 
tion. (The City of Greenbelt 
does not have legal authority 
to zone its own land.) 

Inactive since 1971, the four 
rezoning applications — the oldest 
in the county, were reactivated 
in the latter part of 1981 in a 
move by the hearing examiner to 
clear his docket of deadwood. 

Filed in the early 1960s, the 
applications have beer, amended 


or carried over ever since that 
time. Applicants Charles Bresler 
and Theodore Lerner are still re¬ 
questing a zoning change for the 
entire acreage from R-R (rural 
residential-single family, 2 units 
per acre) to R-T townhouse zon¬ 
ing (up to 12 units per acre). 
In 1978 the applications had 
been amended to ask for R-T, 
Previously, in 1963, the appli¬ 
cants had requested R-30 garden 
apartment zoning (14 units per 


The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board will consider 
the 4 zoning applications on 
Thursday, Sept. 12 at 9 a^m. in 
the County Council Adminis¬ 
tration Building in Upper 
Marlboro. The Board's recom¬ 
mendation will be forwarded 
to the Zoning Hearing Exam¬ 
iner. 


acre). In 1962 the property own¬ 
ers had sought a change from 
rural planned community to R-18 
garden apartments (20 units per 
acre). This zoning was denied by 
the county, and instead the land 
was zoned to its present R-R 
rural residential status. 

At various times in the 1960s 
the applicants also appeared be¬ 
fore city council with a plan for 
mixed uses—low and medium 
density garden apartments, high- 
density high -rise apartments and 
commercial office. 

Earlier zoning applications in¬ 
volved more than the present 112 
acres. The city acquired about 
46 acres of the original 230 acres 
for parkland and for green space 
for Green Ridge House. Also, 
72 acres were purchased by the 
county school board for a three- 
school complex that was never 
built. The school board has since 


transferred its property to the 
county, but the county executive 
has not yet referred the matter 
to the county council for an of¬ 
ficial declaration that the tract 
is surplus.

From Falcon to Frog to Gray Fox: 
Flora and Fauna of Parcels 1 and 2

Part 1 of 2 

A small part of Greenbelt’s 
original green belt still re¬ 
mains green as woods be¬ 
tween the GHI homes and 
the Baltimore Washington 
Parkway. The parts of this 
land designated Parcels 1 and 
2 will be the subject of a re¬ 
zoning hearing to be held on 
September 18 in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. (See accompanying 
story.) The other part of 
this land is a 72 acre tract of 
surplus school board l^nd. 
(See map on page 4). 

The woods on this land remain 
essentially undisturbed, thus pro¬ 
viding a natural woodland close 
to the heart of Greenbelt. Pro¬ 


viding green space was part of 
the original plan and ideal of 
Greenbelt and these parcels of 
land still continue to provide 
Greenbelters with green space 
for recreational use and as a 
natural, country-like setting. The 
fact that these tracts of land are 
undeveloped means that these 
woods support a large population 
of animals, birds, and plants, al¬ 
lowing Greenbelters to see the 
land as it was originally before 
Greenbelt and surrounding su¬ 
burban areas were built. 

Animals 

A large number and variety of 
animals probably live in the 
woods of Parcels 1, 2 and the 
surplus school board land. The 
tracks the animals leave in the 
creek banks and trails are the 
only signs most people see of 


their woodland neighbors. How¬ 
ever, Greenbelt residents report 
seeing deer, raccoon, opossum, 
red and gray fox, chipmunk, rab¬ 
bit, skunk, porcupine, squirrel, 
and beaver. One resident report¬ 
ed seeing a herd of deer. 

Greenbelters have also seen a 
number of reptiles and amphib¬ 
ians—several species of frogs, 
toads, lizards, and snakes, in¬ 
cluding a copperhead. Box turtles 
seem to be numerous. There is 
surely even a greater variety of 
animals dwelling in these woods 
that are seldom or never seen. 

Animals are believed to wander 
back and forth between Parcel 1 
and the adjoining woods on the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. Perhaps this explains why 
deer live in the heart of Green-

Council to Discuss and Decide 
On Sunrise Development Issues 

Development in east Greenbelt will be the subject of 
a city council work session on September 6 and will be dis¬ 
cussed again at the council meeting on September 9. Among 
the topics expected to be covered are road improvements, the 
proposed use of tax-exempt mortgage revenue bonds to fi¬ 
nance Sunrise Village Apartments, and a six-point offering 
from the Prince Georges County Executive intended to pla¬ 
cate a city council angry about the county executive’s efforts 
to promote the Sunrise development. 


The city council has been chew¬ 
ing (and choking) on these issues 
for several months. Various com ¬ 
munity meetings have also been 
held - most notably a public meet¬ 
ing with city council on August 
14 and a meeting of representa¬ 
tives of three east Greenbelt con¬ 
dominium associations on August 
22. At the August 14 meeting, the 
preponderance of opinions ex¬ 
pressed to council were in oppo¬ 
sition to the use of the bond 
financing. In contrast, the August 
22 meeting resulted in an agree¬ 
ment by the condominium repre¬ 
sentatives to recommend that the 
city withdraw its opposition to 
bond financing for the develop¬ 
ment, subject to a list of con¬ 
ditions to be fulfiilled by the 
county. 

The six-part plan put forth by 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening includes: 1) adherence 
by the county to the time sched¬ 
ule for completion of planned 
road construction in Greenbelt; 
2) advanced funding by the coun¬ 
ty for road improvements to the 


Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
bridge if federal funds are de¬ 
layed; 3) routine quarterly up-

Brown said the shop could re¬ 
open “if it's clean, inspected and 
a license is bought.” 

But reopening the old shop is 
out of the question. “That place 
has already been leased out,” Pat 
said, “Bob Wilhide is going to 
use it for his office.” In the win¬ 


dow of the vacant barbershop is 
a sign for ‘Home and Yard Im¬ 
provement Services/ 

Pat has moved two doors down 
to 141 Centerway, Maria’s Beauty 
Shop Inc. “This is really where 
I want to come,” Pat said, stand¬ 
ing contentedly in his new shop. 
“It’s a much better deal. It’s 
warmer in the winter and it’s 
cooler in the summer.” 

“He's back where he started,” 
one of Pat's customers said. 

“I came here in December of 
'45 and worked in this shop un¬ 
til 1'960,” Pat said. Pat later had 
an office on the second floor of 
the same building for a short 
time. Then he moved to Beltway 
Plaza, where he stayed for 12 
years before moving to the shop 
from which he was recently 
evicted. 

Pat reminisces that when he 
had the office on the second floor, 
he shared a bathroom with a 
doctor. “One day these two young 
girls come in with a little boy.

the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) will be adhering to 
their late 1981 and early 1982 
recommendations on the four re¬ 
zoning applications. All recom¬ 
mended denial of the R-T town- 
house zone. They determined 
chat: 

(1) Although the 1970 College 
Park - Greenbelt and Vicinity 
Master Plan recommended town- 
house development for the land 
between the proposed perimeter 
road and the GHI property, there 
had been insufficient evidence of 
change in the neighborhood since 
the November 1949 Comprehen¬ 
sive Map Amendment to warrant 
townhouse development. 

M-NCPPC describes the 
“neighborhood” as being “that 
portion of the City of Greenbelt 
bounded by the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway on the east, 
Greenbelt Road on the south, the 
Capital Beltway and Kenilworth 
Avenue on the west hnd the Na¬ 
tional Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter on the north.” 

(2) It would be more appro¬ 
priate to consider development 
of the parcels through a Section¬ 
al Map Amendment after the new 
Master Plan is approved. Accord¬ 
ing to APB. the Master Plan 
Citizens Advisory Committee “has 
recently studied this area and 
found a low-density R-80 type 
land use (i.e., single-family 
homes, 3.4 per acre) would be 
most appropriate for these par¬ 
cels.” 

(3) There is no evidence to 
suggest that the applicants are 
denied a reasonable use of the 
land in the existing R-R zone 
(i.e„ single-family homes, 2 per 
acre) or that there is a pressing 
public purpose to be served by 
granting this application. 

The city council argues that 
“There is an imbalance of hous¬ 
ing units within the neighborhood 
. . . and within the city that 
would be made worse” if the 
property were developed in the 
townhouse zone. 

Of the 8,555 residential units 
within the city, only 505—less 
than six percent of the total— 
are single-family detached homes. 
By contrast, almost 69 percent 
are apartment units, and just over 
25 percent are row houses and 
townhouses. (See table.) 

APB points out that recent 
residential development on small 
tracts along upper Ridge Road 
and east and west of Research 
Road north of Ridge “reflects the 
desire and enthusiasm” for de¬ 
tached single - family homes. 
Council notes that “Except for 
approximately 1,500 feet along 
the southern side, the original 
government built planned com¬ 
munity is bordered by single 
family homes or city park land 


in all areas where development 
has occurred . . . Lakeside, 
Woodland Hills, Lakewood, Box¬ 
wood Village, Northridge and 
Farmgate Subdivision.” 

In its December 1981 report 
the M-NOPPC Technical Staff 
suggested that the acreage would 
be a good candidate for the com¬ 
prehensive design zone (CDZ). 
CDZ is a complex zoning process 
which provides for “diversity and 
choice,” for extensive planning 
of the entire area and for close 
scrutiny by the Planning Board 
and District Council as well as 
for public hearings. 

As an alternative, the Tech T 
nical Staff recommended R-80 
single family for the large par¬ 
cel north of Northway Road Ex¬ 
tended (Parcel 1) and R-T town- 
house for the small parcel be¬ 
tween Hamilton Place and Gar¬ 
denway, The city council and 
APB disagree and want R-80 
single-family zoning for the en- 
time acreage. 

Applicants* Views 

Russell W. Shipley, attorney 
for the applicants, told the News 
Review last week, “Townhouses 
are compatible with the existing 
physical development of the 
neighborhood. We think we can 
do an innovative and attractive 
job of developing townhouses (of 
about 7 to 8 units an acre) in 
that neighborhood. . . . (This 

would be) more than in keeping 
with its surroundings,” 

That assessment by Shipley 
disagrees with the viewpoint of 
the M-NCPPC Technical Staff, 
which felt that the 102 acres on 
Parcel 1 are as nearly (compat¬ 
ible) with low-density agricul¬ 
tural uses as they are with town- 
houses. 

In Shipley's opinion town- 
houses would generate fewer per¬ 
sons and fewer ears per unit. 
Statistics, he said, have generally 
shown that townhouses attract 
singles and young families. 

In January 1982, Les Smith, the 
applicants' land use expert, told 
the city council that young people 
cannot afford the very expensive 
single-family homes. He felt the 
need was for townhouses and 
“doubted that Greenbelt could 
absorb 2C0 single family homes 
if the entire property were de¬ 
veloped in R-R (present zoning) 
or 350 to 400 units if developed 
in R-80.” 

Roads, Water, Sewers 

Opponents of townhouse devel¬ 
opment on the parcels are con¬ 
cerned that there would be in¬ 
creased traffic problems. The city 
council points out that existing 
access roads which would serve 
the new development are too lim¬ 
ited, coming as they do from 
“low density residential areas

that are part of the original 
planned community.” Council also 
observes that the arterial peri¬ 
meter road that was proposed 
some years ago for additional ac¬ 
cess to the undeveloped area is 
expected to be deleted when the 
revised master plan is adopted 
because (1) the proposed three- 
school complex for which the 
road was particularly intended 
was never built, (2) the city 
opposes the road and (3) new 
home development in the vicinity 
of Ridge and Research Roads has 
been built within the road's 
planned right-of-way. 

The applicants maintain that 
the question of traffic and roads 
is addressed not as a part of the 
rezoning issue, but rather at the 
later time of preliminary sub¬ 
division of the parcels when traf¬ 
fic studies would be made. How¬ 
ever, the hearing examiner and 
District Council are expected to 
consider reports dealing with the 
adequacy of public facilities— 
roads, sewer and water—when 
they review the rezoning applica¬ 
tions. 

Under the county’s Ten-Year 
Water and Sewage Plan for 
Prince Georges County, Parcels 
1 and 2 will not be serviced by 
sanitary sewers within the next 
ten years. An amendment to that 
ten-year plan by the county 
council would be required to ser¬ 
vice the area sooner. 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) is 
expected to finish this week an 
updated study of ways to provide 
water and sewer service to Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2. Servicing the par¬ 
cels with sewer lines continues 
to he a serious problem. 

In order to service this section 
of Greenbelt, it might be neces¬ 
sary to run an extension sewer 
drain through the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center. Al¬ 
ternatives are to construct a lift 
station and pump the sewage up¬ 
hill to another sewer main, if one 
adequate in size is available, or 
to build a special treatment 
plant. Connection to the Green- 
briar pumping station (a WSSC 
facility) is another alternative 
being considered by WSSC staff. 
In 1970, when the school board 
was still planning to construct 
a high school on Parcel 2, the 
cost estimates for sewer service 
ranged from $570,000 to $716, 
COO.

belt but not in Greenbelt Park. 
The variety of animals found in 
Parcels 1 and 2 and the surplus 
school hoard land is pretty typi¬ 
cal of woodlots in this area, but 
is greatly diminished from what 
it would have been if the area 
had had less development. 

Birds 

A targe number of different 
kinds of birds can be found in 
woods such as those on Parcels 
1, 2 and the surplus school board 
land. The most spectacular are 
the birds of prey. Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents have seen the great horned 
owl, the barred owl, the turkey 
vulture, the falcon, the sharp- 
shinned hawk, and a breeding 
pair of red-shouldered hawks. 
Some ducks have been seen near 
Beaver bam Creek and the sur¬ 
rounding swampy areas in Par¬ 
cel 1, but mostly the types of 
birds that inhabit woods and 
fields are seen. 

Many commonplace birds, such 
as crow, blue jay, cardinal, 
chickadee, thrush, and several 
species of woodpeckers have 
been seen. And beautifully col¬ 
ored birds such as the Baltimore 
oriole, the brilliantly red scarlet 
tanager, the bright yellow, gold 
finch, and the yellow and black 
splotched warblers have also 
been seen. 

According to Jack Wenner- 
strom. Greenbelt resident and 
bird watcher, the only breeding 
area in the Greenbelt area for 
Kentucky warblers is deep in the 
woods of Parcel 1. Hooded war¬ 
blers also breed nearby. 

Wennerstrom says that some 
bird species need large areas of 
woodland and disappear if the 
woods are decreased. There is 
definite correlation between 
the amount of forest they have 
and their ability to breed,” says 
Wennerstrom. Scarlet tanagers, 
Kentucky warblers (both of 
which are now breeding on Par¬ 
cel 1), and the pileated wood¬ 
pecker are all examples of bird 
species which could disappear if 
the area they now live in is de¬ 
veloped. They could even disap¬ 
pear from the Greenbelt area 
entirely. 

Some people believe that 
Greenbelt has a greater number 
and variety of birds than nearby 
jurisdictions. This is not true; 
Greenbelt is M no longer a glor¬ 
ious haven” for birds, according 
to Wennerstrom, for many spe¬ 
cies that were once here have 


already disappeared because of 
development. 

Plants 

The woods on Parcels 1, 2 and 
the surplus school board land are 
predominantly oak with some 
pine, tulip poplar, hickory, and 
maple. An observant person can 
see many wildflowers. Although 
they are not very rare, they are 
not too easy to find because the 
woodlands in this area that are 
their home are decreasing as they 
are cut down for development. 
Some wildflowers that have been 
seen are violets, Indian cucum¬ 
ber-root, Solomon’s seal, spotted 
wintergreen, Indian pipe, and 
partridge berry. Several News 
Review staffers, including Lee 
Chambers and Suzanne Batra, 
have seen three different kinds of 
orchids, including patches of the 
beautiful pink lady’s slipper or¬ 
chid. 

Spring time brings a beautiful 
display of flowering shrubs that 
can be easily seen by any who 
walk through the woods at that 
time. The large number of dog¬ 
wood trees in the creek valley 
between Northway extended and 
Plateau Place make an impres¬ 
sive show of white flowers in 
late April. And a short time 
later the large number of wild 
azaleas and mountain laurels on 
a hill off the end of Plateau Place 
make an equally beautiful display 
of white and pink flowers. 

These woods are a good exam¬ 
ple of what the land in this area 
looked like before it was de¬ 
veloped, The variety of different 
land forms is home to a great 
number of different plants, for a 
hill such as the one off the end 
of Plateau Place will support a 
different kind of plant community 
than the swampy area near Beav¬ 
er Dam Creek, even though the 
two areas are only a short dis¬ 
tance apart. One can see that 
the hillside is covered with oak 
trees and the swampy area is 
home of huge tulip poplars and 
thick growths of greenbriar and 
riburnum bushes. 

These wet lands support a 
large variety of life forms, are 
important ecologically, and im¬ 
portant for water quality, ac¬ 
cording to Arnold Norden of the 
Maryland Natural Heritage Pro¬ 
gram. An interesting phenomen¬ 
on of the Greenbelt and College 
Park area are magnolia bogs, but 
these are probably all gone, due 
to development.

dates to the city from the county 
on road improvement progress; 
4) a promise not to extend “spe¬ 
cial inducements” from the coun¬ 
ty to any future developer in east 
Greenbelt until roads are in 
place; 5) increased county fund¬ 
ing for city park development; 
and 6) transfer to the city of 
about half of a 72-acre tract of 
former Board of Education land 
adjacent to the core of Green¬ 
belt for use as parkland, and 
development of the other half of 
the tract in single-family homes. 

According to Fern Piret who 
has represented Glendening at 
several of the meetings, the pro¬ 
gram is not a quid pro quo for 
the city’s support of the bond 
financing. According to Piret, the 
program is being offered by the 
county in an effort to help the 
city overcome some of the in¬ 
evitable effects of large-scale de¬ 
velopment. 

At the work session on Sep¬ 
tember 6 and at the council meet¬ 
ing on September 9, additional 
aspects involved in the county 
proposal are expected to be dis¬ 
cussed. 

Suspects had broken out the win¬ 
dow to gain entry.

says, “I’ve enjoyed it. The team 
needs a tremendous number of 
officials. I felt that as a parent 
you had to participate. Besides, 
I wanted to see Margaret swim.” 

Over the years Mary Lou has 
been her children's most avid fan, 
attending swim meets where she 
often officiated. Often, too, she 
worked on News Review stories, 
curled up in a deck chair between 
races. She cheered the Greenbelt 
soccer teams on to victories- and 
no parent was more enthusiastic 
when her daughter’s softball 
team won the state championship. 
Mary Lou was as happy about 
that as seeing her daughter per¬ 
form a clarinet solo with the 
Roosevelt orchestra or achieve 
academic recognition by the Hon¬ 
or Society. 

Few perhaps realize the day-in 
and day-out efforts put forth by 
a small number of News Review 
staff volunteers to print an eight 
to sixteen-page paper each week. 
Much of the responsibility and 
the work rests with its editor, 
Mary Lou Williamson. It is often 
a 40-hour or more a week job. 
She attends to numerous busi¬ 
ness details involving advertis¬ 
ing. She can often be seen pick¬ 
ing up ads at the Co-op and at 
Greenway Center. She works 
Monday and Tuesday nights at 
the News Review office putting 
the advertising and copy together 
for each week’s issue. On Wed¬ 
nesday night she is helping with 
page layout and making those 
last-minute critical decisions on 
what goes in the paper that week. 
On Thursday she is at the print 
shop proofreading. And “free” 
moments in between she may be 
seen at the City Council meeting 
taking notes or saying to the

Why She Does It 

Why does s]je work so hard 
on the News Review? It is cer¬ 
tainly not the money. “I come 
from a family tradition of com¬ 
munity giving,” she commented. 
“I was very much influenced by 
those in my family who gave to 
the community in which they 
lived.” And as a student, she 
says, she enjoyed the newspaper 
more than anything else. She was 
editor of her junior high school 
sports page “because I was al¬ 
ways so tall,” she says and busi¬ 
ness manager of her college 
newspaper “because there were no 
men” at the women's college. 

“I enjoy what I do. I don’t feel 
a strong need to earn money. I’ve 
been doing it for so long, it would 
be difficult to change.” Moreover, 
she likes the autonomy of the 
News Review. No one tells her 
what to do or how to do it. 

As she told a reporter for the 
Washington Post recently, “In a 
way, a newspaper has as much 
power as a City Council mem¬ 
ber. Somebody once asked me to 
run for City Council and I said 
T don’t need to. I work for the 
News Review.' ” 

Greenbelt Chauvinist 

Not only is Mary Lou com¬ 
mitted to the News Review but 
she also loves Greenbelt. This 
love is translated into a vital in¬ 
terest in all parts of the com¬ 
munity. She has joined the com¬ 
munity working to bring into 
reality the Greenbelt Museum and 
will edit the 50th Anniversary 
Book. “Greenbelt suits me,” she 
says. Someone once called her “a 
Greenbelt chauvinist.” which was 
meant to be derogatory, she 
thinks. But to Mary Lou it was 
a compliment. *1 can't see myself 
living any place else. It's a mar- 
veious place to raise a family.” 


She reflects on her own years 
growing up on the south side of 
Chicago. “I couldn’t go out alone 
and do things when I was grow¬ 
ing up. Maybe that’s why I ap¬ 
preciate Greenbelt. My kids are 
more independent (than I was). 
They didn’t need Mom to take 
them everywhere.” 

After twenty-three years on 
the News Review, with time off 
every now and then in the early 
years for maternity leave, Mary 
Lou still gets excited on Thurs- 
day nights when the paper comes 
out. “I really look forward to 
seeing it. I get a lot of pleasure 
from seeing it.” 

Those who meet Mary Lou Wil¬ 
liamson cannot help being im¬ 
pressed with her quiet assurance, 
her warmth, her humor and her 
strength. Few have seen her be¬ 
come angry over the years, as 
she deals with complex issues 
and irate citizens. She has a 
unique gift of being able to see 
all sides of an issue, even when 
some of the facets may be out¬ 
rageous and ones with which she 
does not personally agree. Never¬ 
theless she rarely loses her tem¬ 
per. “I prefer to get the job 
done,” she reasons, “not waste 
time being angry.” 

Another unique quality is her 
ability to manage volunteers. 
“You have to be able to create 
a situation that works for other 
people,” she comments. “You 
can’t tell a volunteer 'no’ or you 
may never see him again.” Flexi¬ 
bility and willingness to work 
with people of many different 
viewpoints are among her most 
striking qualities.

To Your Smile

What role will lasers play 
in dentistry? 

Lasers have been utilized in 
a wide range of applications 
in industry as well as in deli¬ 
cate eye surgery. Now there 
is hope that the laser beam 
will be useful in both preven¬ 
tion and treatment of dental 
disease 

Research is currently being 
conducted at the University of 
Alberta in Canada, where 
teeth are being exposed to 
small amounts of laser light 
to see if more resistance to 
decay occurs as the surface is 
made smoother. The laser ac¬ 
tually alters the physical 
structure of tooth enamel ma¬ 
king it harder, while elimina¬ 
ting the crevices (known as 
pits and fissures) which are 
most prone to decay. 

Other proposed applications 
of the laser are in bonding of 
plastics to broken or decayed 
teeth as well as in achieving 
higher degrees of success in 
root canal (endodontic) ther- 
apy, by creating a strong seal 
against infection. Although 
many years in the future, such 
research, if successful, could 
completely alter the delivery 
of dental care as we now 
know it, and perhaps even 
make dental disease non-exist¬ 
ent in the future.
